Young Kunde had another re- 
quest to make, ‘‘Oh yes, also 
send a bottle of thatinstant tea.’’ 

*tAnd if I get all this stuffI’ll 
be the most ‘satisfied man in 
camp.’ 

PFC KUNDE enlisted in the 
airborne division of the U, S, 
Army Aug.0,1965 and re- 
ceived his basic training at Ft. 
Polk, La. He received his All 
training at Ft. Gord, Ga. He 
was then assigned to the para- 
trooper jump school at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga, and graduated andre- 
ceived his wings Jan, 26, 1966. 
Upon completion of paratrooper 
he received a 12-monthassign- 
ment in Vietnam and is nowa 
gunner on a 4.2 mortar. 

Last week, on Tuesday, Mar. 
1, the NBC television cameras 
showed the Second Brigade of 
the 25th Infantry Division 
(George’s unit) in action. The 
crews were with the fighting 
men for three days. 

George isn’t kidding about 
the Jiffy-pop, Kool Aid and 
cookies.

And speaking of water, the 
young Upland soldier said that 
water is getting low now, 

‘Jt is rationed out,’’ he 
writes, ‘fone gallon per man 
per day and that includes sha- 
ving, washing and drinking. 
That’s four canteens full-- 
which isn’t very much,’”’

“The biggest problem here is 
chow now, It’s C rations and 
that’s all.”

Representatives of the so- 
called ‘‘horsey-set,’’ from Alta 
Loma, protested on the grounds 
that most of the people in the 
area would find themselves in 
violation of the ordinance. 

Mrs. Ann Balensifer of 8337 
Orchard Street, Alta Loma sug- 
gested that the amendment ex- 
clude those persons whose pro- 
perty was not large enough to 
comply with the setback re- 
quirements. 

Pfulb, then pointed out that 
it hardly mattered if these resi- 
dents were in violation of the 40 
foot setback, since the Health 
Department, who has jurisdic- 
tion in these matters, consider- 
ed it a violation if the setback 
was less than 70 feet.

As 5.B. County Assessor 


John H, Bevis, San Bernar- 
dino county assessor since 
1999, today announced he will 
be a candidate for re-election 
as county assessor in the June 
7 primary elections. 

In seeking re-election Bevis 
points to accomplishments of 
the assessor’s office and per- 
sonne! that included reduction of 
unit costs per each assessment 
to $2.98 as compared with a 
State average of $4.24, the es- 
tablishment ofa four-year cycle 
for reappraising all property in 
the county, and the establish- 
ment of intensive in-service 
training of appraisal personnel 
to insure equitable treatment 
of taxpayers. 

Bevis said, ‘‘Courteous at- 
tention to assessment prob- 
lems, use of professional ap- 
praisal methods, and fair and 
equal treatment forall property 
owners have been and would 
continue to be my policy as 
county assessor. 

‘Many new management 
techniques have been imple- 
mented during my term of office 
which have resulted in more 
efficient assessment proced- 
ures at less cost to the tax- 
payers of the county,” Bevis 
said, 

"Of the many duties of the 
county assessor I belleve that 
is greatest responsibility is 
establishing and »qualizing the 
assessed yaluations of all pro- 
perty in the county that ts 
subject to local assessment.”’ 

To attain the maximum de- 
gree of equalization in the 
assessment of property at a 
reasonable cost several oro- 
grams have been

initiated in 


recent years, An intensive in- 
service training program was 
started about two years ago 
for our appraisal personnel, a 
four-year reappraisal cycle of 
all property in the county was 
set up, and an out-of-state audit 
program was initiated this year 
to assure that all business and 
industry in the county is being 
treated in the same manner. 

The assessor’s office under 
John Bevis was one of the 
first in the State of California 
and the nation to institute and 
emand the use of data 
cessing equipment and elec- 
tronic computers to enable the 
San Bernardino County asses- 
sor’s office to meet the demands 

f an increasing work load in 
an efficient andeconomical 
manner, 

Bevis joined the assessor’s 
staff in 1946 as a field ap- 
praiser in the Colton office.

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The situation in our now re- 
cessed budget session with res- 
pect to the need for additional 
taxes to pay for the proposed 
$4.6 billion spending program 
is bewildering to many. 

Before the session convened, 
both the state administration 
and leaders of the minority par- 
ty were predicting that new or 
additional taxes amounting to 
$250 - $300 million would be 
necessary to balance the budget. 

The first surprise came when 
the Governor submitted his 
budget message. Instead of 
submitting a multi-pronged tax 
program to meet the antici. 
pated deficit, his fiscal spokes. 
men came up with a double. 
barrelled suggestion for closing 
the gap. First, it called for 
putting the state’s revenues on 
an ‘‘accrual” rather than 
cash basis so far as bookkeep- 
ing is concerned. Second, it 
proposed changes in the per- 
sonal income tax exemptions, 
expected to raise $143 million 
per year in added revenue. 

The Senate Revenue and Tax- 
ation Committee was informed 
that change to the accrual sys- 
tem for revenues would provide 
an additional $114.5 million for 
one year, and that this amount 
together with proceeds of the 
income tax change would bal- 
ance the 1966-67 budget, leav- 
ing a small surplus. It was 
pointed out that adoption of this 
procedure would benefit the tax- 
payers, because it would enable 
them to keep the $114.5 mil- 
lion in their own pockets for 
another year. 

It was reported to the group 
that for years accounting ex- 
perts have recommended that 
governments go on a full ace 
crual basis in accordance with 
established accounting princi- 
ples. The Committee was told 
that if California state govern- 
ment were a private business, 
the Internal Revenue Service 
would not permit it to keep its 
books on the present half-way 
basis, 

Now the state reports income 
on a strict cash basis, while 
expenditures are accrued when 
obligated, even though years 
may pass before bills are sub- 
mitted and actually paid. In 
effect, cash received this year 
is tied up to pay next year’s 
bills. This means that the true 
assets of the state are being 
understated at any given time 
under the existing system. 

The Committee was also in- 
formed that until very recently, 
the state accounting offices 
were not equipped to deal ef- 
ficiently with the accrual sys- 
tem. The shift to computer 
accounting, however, will en- 
able production of the neces- 
sary information when it is re- 
quired. 

The Governor’s proposal for 
a transfer of revenue account- 
ing to the accrual system did not 
include the personal income tax, 
or the bank and corporation 
franchise tax, because of an- 
ticipated legal and practical 
problems. However, the second 
major surprise came when four 
influential Senators recom- 
mended that transfer toaccrual 
go all the way. They declared 
that this would eliminate any

About 11,000 In This District Eligible For New Gl Bill, Dyal 


Approximately 11,000 veter- 
ans in California’s 38rd Con- 
gressional District are poten- 
tially eligible for benefits and 
services under the new GI Bill 
just signed by President John- 
son, Congressman Ken W. Dyal 
said March 3rd. 

The new GI Bill provides edu- 
cation and training programs 
generally patterned after the 
highly successful GI Bills of 
World War 0 and the Korean 
Conflict. 

The Congressman pointed out 
that in the first year alone, over 
1,400 veterans are expected to 
take advantage of the educa- 
tional benefits, according tc 
Statistics from the Veterans 
Administration. 


The educational provision is 
expected to provide the veterans 
in the district almost $1 mil- 
lion in direct benefits in the 
first year, according to Can- 
gressman Dyal. 

He said the educationa 
visions of the new 
effect June 1. 1966, giving the 
veteran ample time to plan his 
schooling program. 

In addition to the educational 
benefits, the program is ex- 
pected to provide VA guaran- 
teed loans totaling $9,500,000 
to some 525 veterans in the 
first year.

School Problems } 


Uplami’s Police Dispatcher 
position is more than just a 
job. 

It may also serve as @ stepe 


ping stone to a career in local 
law enforcement. 

A good example of this theory 
is the recent appointment of Poe 
lice Dispatcher John Henderson 
to the pasition of Police Patrol- 
man. 

The position of Police Dis- 
patcher was designed primarily 
to enable the full use of unle 
formed personnel for fleld ac- 
tivities. The civillan dispatcher 
performs routine telephone and 
radio communications, does 
miscellaneous filing and cleri- 
cal work, ami receives and 
processes citizen complaints. 

Police Chief John Wessely 
has found that this position is 
not only a good way to supple- 
ment his patrol force, but is 
also a proving ground for poe 
tentail patrolmen. 

The Department has found 
that the training potential of 
this position works like a two- 
way street. In the first place 
it allows the department to 
evaluate the man’s potention 
for the assignment as a patrol- 
man. Secondly, it permits the 
man to evaluate the department 
as a future employer, and po- 
lice workin generalasacareer. 

Chief Wessely points out that 
often a young man desirous ofa 
career is not always aware of 
Employment as a dispatcher 
allows such a young man to 
get a practical conception of 
the internal operations of a 
police organization. 

The individual becomes 
versed in police terminology 
and sees first hand many of 
the practical problems inherent 
in law enforcement. These exe 
periences equip the individual 
with a more mature attitude to- 
ward the profession of law ene 
forcement. 

Wessely states that main 
benefit from this arrangement 
is that the department is able to 
carefully assess the indivi- 
dual’s ability to analyze situ- 
ations and adopt a quick effec- 
tive and reasonable course of 
action. This ability to make 
quick decisions under condi-e 
tions of strees, pressure and 
personal hazard is absolutely 
essential to the officer in the 
field. 

Although the police dis- 
patcher is in a position to ace 
quire a great deal of knowledge 
about police work, it must also 
be remembered that he is a 
full time productive employee. 

Among the typical tasks as- 
signed to the police dispatcher 
are receiving messages by rae 
dio from all police officers on 
patrol and from outside agen- 
cies; and receiving complaints 
and information from citizens 
at the police desk. 

The dispatcher also assists 
in the booking of prisoners, 
the maintenance of a log of all 
activities and does miscellan- 
eous filing and clerical duties.
